Claims 1-5 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rochmann(EP 0719591). 

Rochmann teaches an apparatus for depositing a pattern of fluid material onto a substrate 
moving in a machine direction, said apparatus comprising: at least first and second nozzle units 
substantially aligned in a direction of alignment; a delivery system for delivering said material to 
said nozzle units, said delivery system comprising a manifold having first and second supply 
ports located one above the other for supply of material to the nozzle units, and a transfer plate 
disposed between the manifold and the nozzle units, said nozzle units being secured to said 
transfer plate, supply passaging in the transfer plate for the delivery of material from the 
manifold supply ports to nozzle units, said supply passaging comprising a first elongate supply 
channel in a first face of the transfer plate in fluid communication with said first supply port in 
the manifold, and a second elongate supply channel in said first face of the transfer plate in fluid 
communication with said second supply port in the manifold, said first and second supply 
channels extending in said direction of alignment and being located one above the other in 
stacked relation; and a mounting system for mounting said transfer plate on the manifold, said 
mounting, system allowing adjustment of the position of the transfer plate and nozzle units 
thereon relative to the manifold in said direction of alignment, said manifold supply ports

remaining in fluid communication with respective supply channels during said adjustment (see 
cOl. 4, lines 35 to col. 7, lines 1-10). 

Claims 1-5 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ziecker 
et al (US 5,265,800). 

Ziecker et al teach an apparatus for depositing a pattern of fluid material onto a substrate 
moving in a machine direction, said apparatus comprising: at least first and second nozzle units 
substantially aligned in a direction of alignment; a delivery system for delivering said material to 
said nozzle units, said delivery system comprising a manifold having first and second supply 
ports located one above the other for supply of material to the nozzle units, and a transfer plate 
disposed between the manifold and the nozzle units, said nozzle units being secured to said 
transfer plate, supply passaging in the transfer plate for the delivery of material from the 
manifold supply ports to nozzle units, said supply passaging comprising a first elongate supply 
channel in a first face of the transfer plate in fluid communication with said first supply port in 
the manifold, and a second elongate supply channel in said first face of the transfer plate in fluid 
communication with said second supply port in the manifold, said first and second supply 
channels extending in said direction of alignment and being located one above the other in 
stacked relation; and a mounting system for mounting said transfer plate on the manifold, said 
mounting system allowing adjustment of the position of the transfer plate and nozzle units 
thereon relative to the manifold in said direction of alignment, said manifold supply ports 
remaining in fluid communication with respective supply channels during said adjustment (see 
col. 4, lines 4 to col. 8, line 14). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 13-23 would be allowable.
